ND the reſt of Friends in Plymouth, knowing that you have a deſire 
A to hear how it is with our Friend Loveday Hambly, whoſe Fame for 
Good Works, Charity and Hoſpitality, is gone forth to the uttermoſt 
Confines of the Land of our Nativity ; and we believe it may be affirmed 
with confidence, that her Renowa 1s gone forth to the llles afar off; as a Per- 
{on accounted famous among Gods People, for Sufferings, and Zealous of 
Good Works, ever ſince the Day that ſhe was turned from Darkzeſi to Bight, 

and from the Power of Satar to God. ; 
Now Dear Friend, this may certifie thee and Friends there, that our Dear 
Friend above men.ioned L. H. hath, by reaſon of O14 Are, great Weekneſs 
and many Infirmities kept her Bd for the moſt part this Seven Weeks, being 
aged about ſeventy cighc Years ; and though we arc here as in a Houſe of 
Mourning, under ihe conſideration of her Boaily Weakneſs, and in the ſenſe of 
the Departure of ſuch a Serviceable Friends yet weare Comforted and Re- 
freſhed in that we can give a Living Teſtimony, that ſhe is'in a good Frame 
of Spirit in relation to {Zeavenly [hings : for it hath bcen obſerved of lave, 
chat if any Friznd or other of her Relatzons have ſpoken to her about any of 
her Outward Af airs, her Memory faiPd her, as to give any dire Anſwer : 
but when any Friend did Read or Pray by her, or ſpeak to her of Spirirual 
Matters ſhe hach been much Revived and full of good Expreſſins and Prarſes 
tothe Lord for his manifold Mercies cowards her often ſaying, Se defired 
 nethins but the K:n com of God : ann the Evening ſeveral Friends, Relati- 
; Ns 
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#ns, and Attendants being about her Bed wich a Candle 3 one did deſire to 
ſee her Tongue, ſhe chearfully ſail, Tate away the Candle, and let ms have the 
Light of the Countenance of the Lord Feſus, Anil dayly and hourly ſhe ccaſeq 
not to ſOund forth the Praiſes of che Lord, and her D-fires and Prayers to 
the Lord were, to continue his Mercy towards her, She ſay her owa weak- 
neſs, and believed in the S-reng.h of the Lord : and as ſh2 drew near her 
Ead, ſhe grew into a loving Child-like Scace and Condicion to all that ca;nz 
co (ee her, deſiring earneſtly the Profpericy of Gods Teuth ; an41 often de- 
clared her Intent 1a beſtowing her Ou:ward Ejtate in the manner as ſhe had 
done, was, even that the Holy Truth might be propagated, and thoſe that 
profeſs it might be Supported by her Free Grft after her Deceaſe, and thar 
Friends who did Travel in the Traths Service and were 12 want, might be 
ſupplyed by thoſe to whom ſh2 lefc her Ourward Eſte ;, elſe, uid the, I 
ſhould never have left it ro kim. 

Here follow ſeveral of her Expreſſions taken by ſuch as were with her the 

Night before her Departure. 

My Heart and Soul is poured forth unto thee, O thou Eternal God, thou art 
the Comfort and Salvation of Old Age : and the Deſire of my Heart is, that all 
my Friends may be kept faithful te the Livin 7 God : for 1 declare here in the 
Preſence of the Lord and before you, that I do love all the Children and Ser- 
vants of the Living God with all my Heart, Soul and Strength. — And 1 at- 
fire the God of Abraham, Iiaac and Jacob with all my Heart and Soul, that 1 
ay faithfully fight under his Banner.— Moreover ſhe ſaid, {he Lord knows 
my Hears, I never loved the Riches of this World, for what i it worth, it us all 
Vanity and Vexation of Spirit. — At another time ſhe ſaid, / deſire ro take up 
the Shield of Faith and tne Helmet of Salvation, and that 1 may dwell in the 
Houſe of God. After ſh2 had layan ſtill a pricty while, like one in a ſweet 
Sleep, ſhe opened her eyes,and ſeeing ſome of her Friends and Servants about 
her, ſhe ſmilingtyſaid, Merhinks I have been in a great Warefare, and there 
was mizhty Doings, and O what a Comfort it was to me ; we will not fall out about 
77, for their Kinzdom muſt come into my Kingdom. Again ſhe ſaid, Ay God, 
{ook_over them, keep all thy Handmaids, my God, my Gd, — And not long 
before her Departure, 12 a good fence an deep Expreſſion of Soul, ſh: ſaid, 
Glory, Glory, Eternal Glory. for thy orcat Kindneſt ani Lyve to thy Handmaid. 
— Aad many timzs afcer ſh2 would b2gin ſome good words, wiiici ſhe was 
not able to uttzr forth, bu. ſome Frieads ſtanding by her, would help her 
therein, and then ſh2 would rejoyce that her Mind was uttered by auctier, 
atd ſo continued quiet as a Lamb for about fourteen hours before ker Depar- 
ture : then deep groans did proceed from her u3.il the eighth hewr in the 
Morning, on the 1444. day of the 10r%5. Moth, 1632 ; at waich time ſh2 de- 
parted tius Lite, aad flepe with her Fathers, aud as we hope aad verily be- 
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tieve, is entred into a bleſſed Eternity. And this is written and witneſſed

twenty years of her Life, while I have had acquaintance with her, it - 


would require the Ten ofa far readyer Writer, and fill more Paper than is 
intenced at this time, for it js no: praQticable among us to garniſh the Se- 

puicres of the R:hteos, nor 1s It any way needful to write Letters of Recom- 
mendation for tie Dead, whoare centred into the Reff prepared for Gods Peo- 


ple and in quit Poſſ:flion of an Inheritance among them that are SanCtifyed 


by Faith in Ciriſt jcſus, for the Spiric ſaith expreily, Bleſſed are the Dead 
that dye inthe Lord, for they rejt from their Labour, and their Works follow 
them. Our Dear Friend L. H. is now gone to her long Home. . and we 
ceaſe to ſorrow for her that is fall'n «ſleep, like theſe that have no hope ; for 
if in this Life only we have hope of Cliriſt, we are of all men moſt miſerable, 
for many are the Tryals of the Righteows, &c. And truly the Tribulations, 
Tryals, and Exerciſes of this good Woman were many in the Days of her 
Pilgrimage in this preſent World, as may in part appear by the Records of 
our Friends Sufferings in this County, ſome of which are in Print, and 
ſome in Manuſcript, beſides Reproaches, Tryals, and cruel Mockings that 
did attend us while the way was every where ſpoken againſt, in which we 
walk, and Worſhip the only true God of our Fathers in Spirit and in Truth. 
This Good Friend and Antient Widdow Woman was ſeveral times caſt into 
Priſon at LanceFon and Bodmine for the Poſſeſſion and Prattice of her Reit- 
ton, and once conſtrained to ride to London, which is about 220 Miles from 
r Houſe, to make appearance there for Non-payment of Tythes, &c. and 
at ſeveral times had her Goods taken away in great Qpantities, to the value 
of 1nany hundreds of pounds, ſometimes fourty Head of Cattle at once, for 
her faithful Teſtimony againſt the Oppreſſion of Tythes, and ſhe did always 
take joyfully the ſpoiling of her Goods, with Bonds and Impriſonmen 5 that d1d 
often attend her for;Matter of Conſcicnce, for no occaſion could juſtly be ta- 
h SE&Þc concerning the Righteous Law, Way, and Worſhip of 
#7 Go ; For In other Caſes ſhz was always careful to owe nothing to 
any Marbut Love z greateſt Policy, Prudence and Care was to promote the 
I+::e5+ of the pretious Truth, and not only the Form, but the Power of 
Godlinefs, hex Houſe was made a Houſe of Prayer, her Heart and Hand was 
FEI boun- 
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bountiful and op2n to adminiſter to lh as needed Food or Phyſick, and the 
Lord was pleaſed to giye a great Bleſſing to her Eadeavours; many of her 
Neighbours are witneſſes or ic at this day z her Charity and Hoſpitality was 
not confined to her Relations and the People of her own Perſwaſion, but was 
extended to Rich and Poor, Strangers and Enemies ; yea, ſhe was truly Kind 
and Charitable in her day to the utmoſt of hec Ability, few ia this Genera» 
tion did exceed her for Z2ve and Good Works * ſhz was no Orator, as tO ex- 
preſs her Mind by Men-pleaſiag Excellency of Spzech, or inticiag fize words 
that Mens Wiſdom teacneth, bur her Love was munifelted ro bz real Love, 
notin words only, but ia D-ed and ia Tcuth, wiich g1ve3 Ine this Confi- 


' dence to ſay the was a D:ſczple indeed ; and the Lord bieſt her in her Basket 


and Store, after all her Sufferings for Righteouſachs ſake, and ſhe never want=- 
ed Meat, Drink nor Cloathing to accomodate her Perſecurors and their Chil- 
dren, if chey were either in wanz of Food or Raiment z neither did ſh2 ſay, be 
warm,and be cloa:hedand fed by ochers, but did ic dayly and freely, for they 
wzre her own words often uttered in my nearing, What's all the World ? 1 
have enough, 1 will never live miſerable to dye Rich, And yet ſhe hath lefc a 
compztent Effate to be divided amongſt many of her Friends and Relations, 
2nd to the Poor of the Net ghbbourinz Pariſhes, as app-ars by her laſt W:tand 
Tefament, her Command concerning her F#zeral was carefully obſerved by 
her Relations and Friends, and many hundreds of ſober People did accompa- 
ny her to her Grave in a Decent Burying Place, in the Tenement of Tr: gan-

Bef.re ſhe was convinced of the Timth, ſhe was a Zealous Profeſſer, a 
Weman ſecking aftcr the Living God in the dead Forms of this World, and 
yery diligent to follow after the belt men then in efteem amoregſt thoſe Pro- 
f:ſſors, not willing to mifs a Leftre or Sermon at that ſeaſon, if Sickneſs, or 
ſome other urgent occaſion drew her not afid?, marvelouſly beloved then by 
thoſe Irnifters that were moſt eminert in that Place and Part of the County, 
willing to hear them in their Exerciſe,and then greatly to befrind them ; and 
in the b-ginning or breaking forth of the Truth, when ſome Friends rode 
through the County,an ! ſounded the Trumper of the Lord ( for which they 
were taken an.l commutte1 to the Common Goal in that County ) a Con- 
cern cme upon me to viſit :he P:1foners of the Grear God, and finding 
them ſhit up in D«-nſ4ale, a Dungeon in the Caſtle in Lanceſt.n, I was 
troubled in my Spirit, an4 a farth:r Concern cam- upon me to go to ihe Seſ- 
f7ans,and viſita Commander waom formerly I was acquainted with, and then 
in Au:hority, to ſce if poſſivle I might do any S-rvice for the Lord, and 
aſliſt my then ſuffering Brethren, which in Gods Strengch I did perform, and 
in my Journying, I was guided to the Houſe of my deceaſed Friend Loveday 
Hambly, where, after ſome diſc. urſe with her, ſh2 ſeemed to b: inclinable to 
know the PTru h, and God gave mea Teſtimony ſui:able to her preſent Con- 


diticn, and th: Lord opzned- her Hezrt as he did the Heart of Lidia, and 


ſhe was melted with th2 Word of Life, and the Lord ſo wrought upon her, 
that although I parted with her in 2 little time, and went forward, as it was 
wi.h m2, to the Place appointed, yet when I returned, her Love was greatly 
inlarged, and ſh2 conſtrained me to ſtay ſome time, anda Door of hope was 
op ned to that Family, and feveral of the N<ignbourhood, and many were 
prickt at the heart, and ſeveral good Meetings I had in the Family, and 
gre:t tendernefs was amongſt them,8& the Fame went forih of her convince- 
ment, and the Word of God had a place in their Aﬀections, and many were 
droken into tears, and this honourable Friend-did comfort them, and was a 
ſtrength ro.them, and though many ſtood a Ioof off, and others taunted at 
them, yet her AﬀeCtions ſtrongly increaſed towards them, and if any thing

ſometimes 1 was met with by the 14 fters on the Higit Way, ſometimes 
Challenged to come to the Farr, ſome private, ſome publick Diſcourſes, but 
ſtill her Love was fixed to the Lord, fo that nothing could draw back her Af. 
fections, becauſe ſhe had in ſome Degree ſeen the Kindneſs of the Lord, the 
more they itrove, the cloſer ſhe ſtuck to the Truth, and the more they preſt 
on her, the more ſh2 ſaw their Weakneſs, and when they perceived thar 
there was ano recovery like to be, the Dragon caſt a Flood our of his mouth 
' ather, and prepareda Troop to come to her Houſe to lay hold of me,which 
drew mally tears from her eyes, but the Lurd was with us, and ſo prevailed 
wich the then Commanders, that the Lieutenant and Coronet were convin= 
ced, and for ſome time ſt9od in their Convincement, and the Coroxer had 
a Meeting at his Houſe, and great Peace then was her Por.ion, and her de» 
light was amongſt the People of che Lord, and which way ſhs might lay out 
her Endeayours for the Truth - and as Friends came to viſit the Prifoners at 
Lanccſton they came to vilic her, and her heart was ope?n, and her Houſe was 
free, and Meetings began to be ſettled, and as a Nurſing Aorther in Jſrael, 
ſo was ſhe : but when Fazrhfulneſs entred her heart, fo that ſhe could not pur 
into the mouchs of the Prieſts and Impropriators, they ſoon prepared War 
againſt her, and a deep Sufferer was ſhe both by Prieſ# and Impropriator, and 
often her Cows, Horſes, Oxen, Sheep and Calves taken away, as the Records 
of that County can make appear ; much ſpoil they made of her Eſtate, ſo that 
ſometimes her Cattle was ſo clean gon? aid carryed away by the Spoilers, as 
if no recovery ofa Stock were like to bz again, but God was a Portion to 
her, and whiPſt that Propheſie of the Prophet //azah was fulfilling upon her 
Adverſaries, Iſaiah 33. 5. Wo unto thee that ſpoileſt, and thou waſt not ſpoiled. 
Her Cows did Calve, her Sheep did Yean and bring forth, and the Fleece did 
grow again and Gods Indignation did fall upon rhe Spoylers,and the Goods 
did not proſper in their Hands, but a Conſumption came upon it, and ir 
waſted and melted away, doing but little good, and in the End the Lord 
cut them off from the Earch,and gave them their Portion with the Spollers : 
So that Scripture came to be fulfilled, the Righteous ſhall be had in cver- 
laſting Remembrance, but the Name of the Wicked ſhall rot, This did not 
altogether quiet the Adverſarics, bus wien they had taken her Goocs, 
they ſouzhr afcer her Body alfo, witich they had at their Pleaſure ready for 
che Priſon, ſometimes in one Priſon, ſometimes in anotaery/ The Goalers. can

and if in that day it was counted a wondrous Old Age, what may” we now 
eſtzem it 2 but ſh2 hath finiſhzd her Courſe amongſt men, and departed out * 
out of this World the 14th. of the 10th, month, 1682. And I doubt not - 
but is aſcended up to God, out of all the Troubles that overtake the 
Sons of Men. 

And the Lord Raiſe up many more ſuch Mothers, for the comforting of 
the Diſtreſſed, faith my Soul, who am your Loving Brother and Compant- 
on in the Truth of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. |
